“The man who shot Sheriff Harris, 
near Hu dsoD, Wis., on a railroad train 
last Ju ne, the eighteenth, has at last 
been cap tu red down in Illinois, bu t 
as his crime down there is mu rder 
and he will be hu ng in that state, be 
can nev er be tried or p u nished for his 
Wisconsin crime. 
He is known in 
Wisconsin as John Smith, bu t it ap ­ 
p ears that he went by the names of 
Sheridan, Mey ers and p erhap s others. 
Sheriff Harris was attemp ting to ar­ 
rest him on board a train for a bu r­ 
glary committed in St. Croix cou nty , 
when he deliberately drew bis re­ 
v olv er and shot Harris three times. 
He died that night. 
The bu rglar 
leap ed from the train and for months 
elu ded cap tu re, althou gh he was re­ 
p orted at v ariou s times to hav e been 
fou nd in v ariou s p laces. Bu t not u n­ 
til he was arrtsted for shooting and 
killing May or Bennett on charge of 
another bu rglary , when he shot him 
as he did the sheriff in Wisconsin. He 
was tried and after six day s was fonnd 
gu ilty of mu rder and sentenced to be 
hanged. If he bad been brou ght to 
Wisconsin he cou ld hav e receiv ed no 
worse p u nishment than imp risonment 
for life, bu t in Illinois he receiv es the
